The Dust 54 unification committee did 
not recommend forming a unit district at 
this time, stating it was not economically 
or educationally feasible. They did en­ 
courage greater cooperation between ele­ 
mentary and high school districts. 
Miss Marks added that the district 
study did not cost taxpayers any money. 


“We will cooperate with Mayor Atcher 
fully in his study of a seperate unit dis­ 
trict for Schaumburg but do ask him to 
consider the educational benefits also.”

Firemen Earn Wide Acclaim 


The work of two Hoffman Estates fire­ 
fighters tm a heart attack victim last 
week may gain recognition from medical 
authorities throughout the nation, accord­ 
ing to Dr. Stanley Zydlo, director of the 
Emergency Medical Technicians (EMT* 
program at Northwest Community Hospi­ 
tal. 
Zydlo said firefighters Joe Nikrant and 
Terry 
O'Callahan 
performed 
“beau­ 
tifully”, when they were called to treat 
Mrs. Rose Cardello. 119 Ashley Ct., Hoff­ 
man Estates, last Wednesday. 
The firemen examined the 62 year-old 
woman and told Zydlo by radio of her 
condition They them transmitted medical 
data to Northwest Community. Nikrant 
and O’Callahan administered medication 
to the woman at Zydlo's instructions. 
But moments later the woman devel­ 
oped an abnormal heartbeat and Zydlo 
ordred the firefighters to use their defi­ 
brillator. 


By using the defibrillator, an electrical 
shock device, Nikrant and O'Callahan 
were able to restore Mrs. Cardello’s 
heart to a normal rhythm. 


ZYDLO CREDITED to the two fire 
fighters, who have received more than 
250 hours training as paramedics, with 
saving the woman’s life. He added that 
this was the first time the paramedic 
program, which has been in operation 
since the beginning of December has 
used 
the defibrillator 
to 
restore 
a 
patient s heartbeat. He said the equip­ 
ment has been put to use on several oth­ 
er occasions, but each time the victim 
had been dead for some time. 


Zydlo said the program has proved to 
be better than expected. The nine partici­ 
pating fire departments have had more 
than 34 paramedic calls since the pro­ 
gram was inagurated. 
“This was a terrific save and we feel 


that the successes in this first month 
have made all the effort and training 
worthwhile, ' the doctor explained. 
Zydlo said the voice transmissions 
from the firemen to hospital officials 
probably will be published and used as a 
classical’' case for other areas planning 
to establish paramedic programs. 


ZYDLO SAID he presented a report on 
the incident to a convention of emergen­ 
cy medical personnel last week in Det­ 
roit and plans to make more information 
about the entire program available to 
other states. He said he had been ap­ 
pointed to head a special committee on 
EMT programs by the national medical 
group. 


This area's EMT program is a pilot 
program for Illinois. Similar programs 
have been started in Los Angeles, Miami 
and Hartford. Conn Training classes are 
now being held at Harper College.

Opposition 


Is Likely

A request to obtain an initial operating 
permit for the proposed Rush Presby- 
terian-St. Luke's Medical Center branch 
in Schaumburg is expected to draw some 
opposition when hospital officials appear 
before the state licensing board. 
Mrs. Carol Johnson, a resident of the 
Timbercrest subdivision, said she plans 
to object to the site for the hospital when 
the matter comes before the licensing 
board. The board meets on Jan. IO in 
Springfield, but it is not known if offi­ 
cials from Presbyterian-St. Luke’s plan 
to appaar at that meeting. 
Mrs. Johnson said she and other resi­ 
dents of that area have long been op­ 
posed to the site of the hospital which is 
to be located on Schaumburg Road about 
one half mile west of Roselle Road. 
She has sent letters to area state sena­ 
tors and representatives on the matter 
and while none have taken a definite po­ 
sition on the hospital site, they have ex­ 
pressed an interest in the topic. 
MRS. JOHNSON is chiefly concerned 
that the 20-acre site is too small for fu­ 
ture expansion, the hospital would wor­ 
sen the traffic congestion in the area and 
that the facility could cause drainage 
and flooding problems. 
“We really are not anti-hospital 
or 
anti-anything, but we are concerned 
about getting the best possible location 
for a health care facility in Schaum­ 
burg,'' Mrs. Johnson explained. 
Mrs. Johnson said she and other 
Schaumburg residents approached the 
owner of land near the intersection of 
Schaumburg and Barrington roads in 
1971 in an effort to secure a parcel of 
land for a hospital site. Their actions 
were not part of any official village com­ 
mittee. A response was never received 
from the owner as to wtether or not they 
would donate a hospital site, she added. 
\ illage officials, including Schaumburg 
Mayor Robert O. Atcher have said the 
site would not cause any additional floocf- 
ing A portion of the site is on a flood 
plain, but Atcher said the hospital build­ 
ing itself will not be located on it.

With bright smiles on their faces they 


moved slowly off the bus that brought 
them, stepping carefully across the icy 
sidewalk. Once in the building most ac­ 
cepted a tour offered of the Paddock 
Publications facilities 
But, a few, not feeling up to walking 
the steps and to climbing around press 
equipment, decided to stay behind; “I 
came he»'e to work . . . let s work,” said 
one elderly lady, her years secondary to 
her wish to be useful.

For Its 6th High School 
Examine Open Campus Issue 


Although their fifth high school hasn’t 
opened yet. the High School Dist. 211 
Board of Education has decided it is 
time to plan for high school No. 6. 


The board agreed Thursday night to 
begin meeting as a committee-of-the- 
whole on planning sometime shortly af­ 
ter the first of January to begin talking 
about the sixth school, whcch will be 
built in Winston Park subdivision in Pal­ 
atine. 


Supt. 
Richard 
Kolze 
presented 
the 
board with enrollment projections that 
indicate the district will need the new 
school by the fall of 1976. He said Pala­ 
tine and Fremd high schools will be 
slightly over capacity in 1975 and “if we 
can get a new building in 1976 we can 
drain ihat off." 


Board member also agreed thai begin­ 
ning in January they will consider plan­ 
ning an addition for the district’s admin­ 
istration building at 1750 S. Roselle Rd., 
Palatine. The addition would open in 
mid-1974. 


F I NDS FOR THE sixth high school 
and the addition to the administration 
building were provided as part of a $17 


million referendum passed in Sept. 1970. 
Funds from the referendum are being 
used to build Hoffman Estates High 
School, the district’s fifth. 


Once the sixth high school is built, 
Kolze said,the district will have exhaust­ 
ed funds from that referendum and will 
have completed the five-year plan set in 
1970. The district owns a seventh school 
site in Schaumburg Township but will 
have to return to the voters for funds to 
build on that site, he said. 


The board also agreed 
that, when 
meeting as a planning committee, it will 
have to discuss the future of Palatine 
High School. The building is the oldest in 
the district and, Kolze said. “We do put a 
lot of money in it just to keep it run­ 
ning 


Board Member Glen Hargrave said he 
had toured the old school recently and 
believes a lot of major work will have to 
be done if the building is to continue to 
operate. 


Hargrave said, “ It wasn’t bad con 
struct ion in 1927 or 1928 when that buil­ 
ding opened, but we wouldn't build a 
building like that tdday.”

The High School Dist. 211 Board of 
Education was praised Thursday night 
by two parents who have

vestigating the question of allowing open 
campus at the district’s four schools. 
Mr. and Mrs. Donald Tuttle, of 321 Ce­ 
dar Crest. Schaumburg, first became in­ 
volved with the open campus issue in Oc­ 
tober, shortly after a student walkout at 
Schaumburg High School demanding the

to 
leave 
the school 
during 
lunch hours. 
Since then, Mrs. Tuttle told the board, 
she has investigated policies other school 
districts have toward open campus and 
has found “open campus works very well 
some places and not so well other places. 
The biggest thing is that it does require 
more supervision.”

Tuttle 
said 
some 
people she 
talked to “say this district is not as un­ 
derstanding as your neighboring dis­ 
tricts, but I didn't find that to be true. 
Everyone here was very cooperative and 
I think we can solve the problem.” 
MRS TUTTLE said she recommends 
that, at the very least, the school district 


should 
install 
vending 
machines 
in 
Schaumburg High School in addition to 
the cafeteria operation. “Theree are com­ 
plaints about the food,” she said, “and I 
think vending machines would help.” 
Tuttle added that he believes as he di 
in October, that the board should look at 
some way to allow open campus during 
lunch 
hours. 
“ I don't 
think students 
would want to leave during inclement 
weather.'’ he said, “but during nice 
weather they would.”

A South Sea island promises relief

crowds, traffic — everything but work. 
The place is the Republic of Minerva 
and Harold Thingwold, his wife Joanne* 
son B illy and brother, Les, have sold 
their home at 743 S. Merle Ln „ Wheeling, 
to strike out (ar the promise of the two 
coral reefs 400 miles south of the F iji 
Islands. 


THE R E E F S are not just islands, how- 
eyer. They form the entire Republic of 
M inerva, the newest and one of the smal­ 
lest nations on earth. 
Their vehicle w ill be a 150-foot, sea go- 
*ng tugboat the brothers have purchased 
in the name of T & T Enterprises. Har­ 
old, last week, received his license as 
ship s master, registered in Minerva, 
and Les is a long-time world wanderer 
who w ill be chief engineer for the voy­ 
age. The ship w ill become one of the 
first vessels registered in the name of 
the tiny nation. 
At present the nation is mostly a 
dream, and its very existence is being

contested legally. Minerva has yet to be 
recognized by the other nations of the 
world, although official notice of the 
founding was sent to more than 152 coun­ 
tries. 
The neighboring island Tonga is also 
attempting to stop the young nation, 
which is just outside Tonga’s jurisdica- 
tional sphere. The 325-pound king of 
Tonga says he wants the right to deter­ 
mine who his neighbors w ill be. 


ABOLT 500 people w ill begin the ocean 
voyage in a small convoy next Ju ly, car­ 
rying food, fuel, building supplies and ne­ 
cessities for a six-month stay. Included 
in the passenger list w ill be doctors, tu­ 
tors, engineers, and persons from all pro­ 
fessions necessary to sustain life on the 
barren reefs. 


The Thingwolds learned of the venture 
after beginning a search (or a suitable 
boat to begin a Iii* of commercial fish­ 
ing. They checked leads from Washington 
to Washington.

Power Industry Will Meet Winier Needs 


by LEA TONKIN 


Area homeowners and apartment dwel­ 
lers can breathe easy this year when the 
temperature slips during expected cold 
snaps in the coming weeks. 
Electric and natural gas supplies in the 
area are expected to meet anticipated 
demands, according to power industry 
experts who gathered in Chicago last 
Friday for a review of energy needs and 
urban development. 
For some industrial users adding to 
their plant capacity, however, or other 
new large customers, the current energy 
supply situation can mean waiting lists 
for service or a switch to fuels other than 
natural gas. 
Looking further ahead, power industry 
experts foresee the need to develop new 
and existing resources in order to avert 
national energy shortage before 1980. 
This w ill mean higher cost to all users, 
no matter what fuel is used. 


R EC EN T CUTBACKS in pow er to in­ 
dustrial users in the Northeast U. S. and 
last week’s power curtailment for a plant 
in Effingham . 111., added to the im­ 
mediacy issues discussed at the energy 
conference, conducted at the Pick Con­ 
gress Hotel. The meeting was sponsored 
by the industrial development division of 
the Chicago Association of Commerce 
and Industry. 
W illard Ball. vice president of the op­ 
erations division of Peoples Gas, Light & 
Coke Co., Chicago, discussed the status 
of natural gas supplies in the area. AU 
residential demands for power are being 
met, he said. Low reserves are the rea­ 
son for a controlled attachment plan for 
large users, however. This means new, 
large users, such as a plant or com­ 
m ercial development, may have to wait 
for service from the utility. 
A gap between demand and supply of 
natural gas is created as the federally- 
controlled price structure offers little in­ 
centive for exploration and development 
of existing supplies. The lack of regu­ 
lation within oil and gas producing states 
is a aether cause of the shortage. 
ENVIRONMENTAL programs place a 
heavy demand on natural gas supplies, 
he said. The “ clean fuel” w ill experience 
a critical supply period for the next four 


to five years, predicts BaU. 
The utility is beefing up its under­ 
ground storage facilities in order to 
stockpile natural gas supplies during the 
summer months. Additional exploratory 
and development efforts are underway. 
These w ill lead to higher prices in the 
future, Ball said. 
Calvin Kleinschmidt, national account 
executive for Northern Illinois Gas Co. 
(NI-Gas), in attendance at the meeting, 
said his company is undertaking sim ilar 
measures to meet the rising demand for 
power. NI-Gas serves the northern third 
of Illinois, with the exception of the City 
of Chicago and a number of North Shore 
communities. 
“ We don’t plan any curtailments for 
our existing customers,” said Kleinschm- 
idt. “ This includes residential customers 
as well as the large industrial and com­ 
m ercial users.” Large apartment and 
condominium projects are being accept­ 
ed as new customers, as well as individ­ 
ual homes by the utility. However, a 
waiting list for new' industrial and com­ 
m ercial customers is in effect. Large 


users have alternative sources of fuel 
available which cannot generally be ob- 
t a i n e d 
by 
the 
small 
user, 
said 
Kleinschmidt, explaining this preferen­ 
tial treatment. 
FRAN K SCHORR A, director of process 
research for the Institute of Gas Tech­ 
nology in Chicago, presented an optimis­ 
tic report on a coal gasification project. 
The commercial use of gas created in 
this conversion process of mixing coal 
and water, is expected within the next 
several years. Higher costs w ill be re­ 
flected in increased prices for power, 
said Schorra. 
The public should not be alarmed as 
power shortages develop in other areas of 
the country if the local needs are pro­ 
vided for, according to Ernest Michelson, 
assistant vice president of engineering 
for Commonwealth Edison Co. The fuel 
needed to meet energy demands is avail­ 
able he said, emphasizing the impor­ 
tance 
of 
nuclear 
power. 
Michelson 
stressed that the Chicago area has expe­ 
rienced only local power outages from 
time to time. 
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sailed to safety.

No taxation w ill be required, but non­ 
payers w ill be deprived (rf certain protec­ 
tions derived in courts, according to lit­ 
erature about the nation. 
The overriding influence on 55-year old 
Les and 42-year-old Harold is not the 
government, however. They are prim ar­ 
ily interested in the fishing enterprise. 
Bu? Les does feel the big cities every­ 
where are “ overrun with smog, too many 
people, too many cars, too many cops.” 
LE S, HAS a marine history that began 
with his work at a Chicago steam ma­ 
chinery 
manufacturer. 
Born in Min­ 
neapolis, he has been in the Coast Guard, 
Arm y Transportation Corps, and Arm y 
engineers in the Philippines. He has 
traveled the South Pacific climates and 
the colder Alaska temperatures. 


A seasoned adventurer, Les s influence 
is obvious. But Harold and his fam ily say 
they had no second thoughts, no sleepless 
nights, once the decision was made. The 
past few weeks have been hectic frn* the 
fam ily as they prepared to sever ties 
here for their voyage. 
As they talk about their plans, they 
don t make it sound like an easy road to 
riches.

The 77th General Assembly of the State 
of Illinois refuses to die an orderly death. 
With only 24 days now remaining until 
it is replaced by the 78th General Assem­ 
bly, members of the Legislature labored 
through a long and largely futile week­ 
end session that appeared yesterday 
w ould stretch into another session today. 
As of mid-afternoon Sunday, Sen John 
A. Graham, R-Barrington, declared that 
in four days, which began last Thurday, 
the Legislature had accomplished “not 


one damn thing.” 
In bickering over Gov. Ogilvie’s pro­ 
posed tax freeze, pay raises for public 
officials and legislators, and Senate con­ 
firmation for recent appointees of the 
lame-duck governor. Graham said, there 
appeared a strong possibility that the 
legislators will finally adjourn sometime 
this week without having acted on any of 
the proposals. 
THE 
DETERMINATION of Senate 
Democrats to block 16 appointments by 
Gov. Ogilvie resulted in an abbreviated 


s e s s i o n when Republican members 
walked out of the Senate Saturday to pre­ 
vent quorum and thus block an unfavor­ 
able vote on a motion to “advise and 
consent” to the appointments. 
If Republicans can avoid the motion 
being brought to a vote, the governor's 
appointees could continue to serve on an 
interim basis, although they would un­ 
doubtedly be replaced when Dan Walker 
takes over as governor on Jan. 8. 
Graham pointed out that an unfavor­

Editor’s note: Rev. Lester Kinsolving s 
view on the Equal Rights Amendment is 
not that of the Herald.

The so-called Equal Rights Amend­ 
ment, which has been passed by Cos- 
gress as well as 22 of the 36 state legisla­ 
tures necessary to amend the Con­ 
stitution. seems on first reading to be 
equitable: 
“ Equality of rights under the law shall 
not be denied or abridged by the United 
States 
cm* by any state, on account of 
sex.” 
But apparently there are a growing 
number of organizations or individuals 
who are now giving this proposed amend­ 
ment a second glance. For it is being 
opposed by the Union of Orthodox Rab­ 
bis, the National Council of Catholic 
Laity and the AFL-CIO. among others. 
Margaret Mealey, executive director of 
the 20 million-member National Council 
of Catholic Laity, told this column that 
the seemingly equitable amendment, if 
passed, will: ‘‘destroy all the protective 
legislation we have fought for over the 
years.” 
Despite this position, Miss Mealey’s 
name is listed on the first page of a 
pamphlet now being mailed under the

franking privilege of the U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Labor, from the Citizens Adviso­ 
ry Council on The Status of women. 
THE PAMPHLET is a strong criticism 
of North Carolina's Sen. Sam Ervin, a 
noted authority on Constitutional law, 
who has also opposed the Equal Rights 
Amendment (ERA). 
Miss Mealey is a member of the Citi­ 
zens Advisory Committee — but the 
pamphlet makes no mention of her 
strong opposition to ERA, which omis­ 
sion she describes as “misleading.” 
Apparently the majority of Congress 
and state legislators who have voted for 
this amendment have also been misled — 
primarily by the forces of Women’s Lib­ 
eration. 
This movement, which has provided 
generally comic relief during the last 
decade of frequently savage protest, was 
recently described by Israel’s Golda 
Meir as “ silly.” 
AND SO IT has often seemed — not 
only in its title’s implication that U.S. 
women are somehow captives, but in de­ 
mands that history he changed to “her- 
story,” that playing cards be revised 
(because kings out-rank queens), and 
that any reference to the founding fa­ 
thers is automatically sexist unless ac-

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companied by a reference to the “found­ 
ing mothers ” (Such preposterous de­ 
mands do more to suggest the truth in 
Freud’s contention of some female envy 
of male anatomy, than for the cause of 
reasoned equality.) 
Sen. Ervin has noted a considerable 
amount of responsible — and hardly re­ 
actionary — legal opinion against the 
ERA. running from Roscoe Pound to Fe­ 
lix Frankfurter. And the senator’s cita­ 
tion of the legal problems involved in im­ 
posing absolutely equal standards on 
both sexes suggests a field day for wild 
litigation, should ERA be passed. 
For example: (I) W’omen could imme­ 
diately be forced to register for the draft 
— with no exemption whatever from even 
the most hazardous combat duty (2) La­ 
bor laws protecting women from ex­ 
cessive weight lifting and long working 
hours could be eliminated. (3) Fathers 
who desert their families could become 
exempt even from obligation to support 
their children. (4) The tax exemptions 
for such sexually segregated organiza­ 
tions as the Girl Scouts, the YWCA, con­ 
vents and monasteries could be endan­ 
gered unless they become coed. (5) 
Male prisoners in state or federal facil­ 
ities could sue to end all sexual segrega­ 
tion — in order to establish coeducational 
cell blocks — as well (to the delight of 
certain sexual aberrants) as coed lava­ 
tories. 


If this rest room consideration seems 
beyond belief, Hawaii’s Sen. Hiram Fong 
has noted just such a proposal from the 
U.S. Department of Transportation — for 
coeducational toilets in the Coast Guard. 
(Senate Report 92-689). 
Yet advocacy of this patently foolish 
amendment (which seems hardly needed 
in view of the existence of the 5th and 
14th Amendments) is inevitably and 
quite unfairly identified with legitimate 
advocacy of Womens rights — such as 
those Episcopalians and Roman Catho­ 
lics who are presently contending with 
the archaic church law which denies or­ 
dinal ion to women.

Development Bond Board, mostly ap­ 
pointed by the governor, “ out of busi­ 
ness,” until new anointments are made 
by Walker and approved by the Senate, 
which will be controlled by Republicans. 
It also appeared yesterday that there 
would be no action on any proposals to 
provide tax relief. Ogilvie’s proposals to 
freeze property taxes at the 1973 level for 
a period of three years met resistance 
from Republicans as well as Democrats 
and apparently was finally killed in the 
House Saturday night. 
DEMOCRATIC Minority Leader Clyde 
D. Choate of Anna succeeded in amend­ 
ing the governor's bills so that property 
taxpayers would receive a rebate from 
the state from any increase in their 1973 
taxes over 1972. 
But that proposal appeared headed for 
a dead end in the Senate, where Graham 
said questions (rf constituionality were 
being raised. 


Finally, the question of pay raises — 
under debate since early in the year — 
remained muddled after four days in this 
extraordinary December session. 
As various pay proposals bounced from 
the House to the Senate and back again, 
the Senate had already voted (on Saur- 
day) to forego any raise in the legisla­ 
tors’ $17,500 yearly salaries and Graham 
declared “There’s no way that is going 
to get through the Senate.” In order to 
make the raises effective by Jan. I, the 
bill would require a two-thirds majority 
of 35 votes in the Senate. There were that 
many votes against it on Saturday. 
The House earlier had approved per 
diem allowances of $32 for legislators 
while in session (they receive none now) 
and increases in office expenses from 
$6,000 to $10,000 per year. 


BUT GRAHAM said he feared that 
those allowances too would go out the 
window in the bickering over salaries for 
judges and state officials. 
“ I can live with that (no added ex­ 
penses),” said Graham, “and I’m darned 
sure the taxpayers can.” 
But he said he feared that other state 
officials such as Sec. of State-elect Mi­ 
chael Howlett, Comptroller-elect George 
Lindberg and Atty. Gen. William J. Scott 
will be denied raises from $30,000 to 
$37,500, “I think the attorney general is 
worth more than $30,000,” he said. 
In all, said Graham, “ It has been an 
exasperating session.”

classic works of old or contemporary 
tales. 
Stars can only do so much. In “ Por­ 
trait: The Woman I Love,” the sense of 
history, of dram atic sweep, of originality 
in concept, were lacking. It is better to 
think of the real-life Duke and Duchess.

Judge Austin will hear testimony in the 
case, which involves Barrett allegedly 
accepting $180,000 in kickbacks (Mi voting 
machine purchases from the Shoup Vot­ 
ing Machine Co., of Bala Cynwyd, Pa. 
Barrett. 72, will be represented in the 
case by former U. S. Atty. Thomas A. 
Foran Asst. U. S. Atty. Sheldon David­ 
son will prosecute the county clerk. 
Earlier last week Barrett’s attorneys 
issued a statment charging the federal 
government unlawfully induced two key 
witnesses to testify against Barrett. 


The attorneys said Irving Meyers, for­ 
mer president of the Shoup Voting Ma­ 
chine Co., and one of his associates, An­ 
thony Lemisch, were promised immunity 
from prosecution if they testified against 
Barrett. Both Meyers and Lemisch have 
been convicted on charges of mail fraud 
and income tax evasion, stemming from 
an earlier case. 
Barrett’s indictment resulted from a 
federal investigation of the Shoup Co, 
whose officers have been charged with 
conspiring with county officials through­ 
out the country for purchases of voting 
machines.

More than 450 employes of Cook Coun­ 
ty Assessor P. J. Cullerton will go on 
civil service status beginning next month 
in an effort to •'‘continue the process of 
professionalization of the assessments.”

Thomas Tully, chief deputy assessor, 
announced the changeover from the pa­ 
tronage system of employment at a press 
conference in Chicago late last week. 
Tully said, however, the process of 
changing to civil service may take sev­ 
eral years to complete. 
Cullerton will be up for reelection in 
November 1974. 
Tully said the Cook County Civil Ser­ 
vice Commission will draw’ up and ad­ 
minister the examination that, eventual­ 
ly, will be given to 452 employes of the 
office. Currently, only 12 persons in the 
office are under civil service. Tully said 
under the new system eight employes in 
executive positions will be exempt from 
civil service coverage. 
The first examination, scheduled for 
January, will be given to clerks and typ­ 
ists, Tully said. Higher level employes, 
including land and building appraisers, 
may not take the test for another two 
years, he added. 
Only individuals who take these ex­ 
aminations successfully will be entitled 
to work for us,” Tully said.

Start from the ground up. Head Ski 
Wear has a leg up on pants with its new 
style, “Hard ’n Fast,’* recently in­ 
troduced as an updated version of the 
over-the-boot pant.

couldn't find my phone book. But it 
wasn’t necessary. She gave me the num­ 
ber right away. 
I have been trying to justify this 
strange inconsistency of “service” with 
the company’s continued pleas for rate 
increases. All I can think of is the state­ 
ment Alan King is fond of making. “One 
can always give one s business to anoth­ 
er telephone company.”

Dear Santa: Rattles W ill Be Fine 


Dear Dorothy: Help’ I’m in a whir!. 
I ve got a raft of holiday guests coming. 
There s a big turkey in the freezer, hard 
as rock. My past thawing experiences 
were — let’s say kindly — not good. 
What’s the best way? —Julia K. 
Hope you don't mean a commercially 
stuffed and blast-frozen turkey because 
these you never thaw. There are several 
ways of defrosting the regular birds. One 
is in the refrigerator. It takes 24 hours 
for a six-pound turkey to thaw this way, 
so an 18-pound turkey would take three 
days. 
The fastest way (a thawing rate of 30 
minutes per pound) is to thaw the bird in 
cold • water in its original plastic cov- 
ering. It s a smart idea to put on another 
heavy plastic bag in case there might be 
a tiny hole in the inner cover. Keep 
changing water to sped the process. 
A favorite way I used to recommend is 
the brown paper bag. You put the turkey 
in two heavy bags in a cool room away 
from heat, on a tray to catch any dripp­ 
ings. This takes one hour per pound. 
Keep in mind that the turkey should nev­ 


er reach room temperature. 
It should be thawed until the point 
when you can remove the giblets stuck 
inside. Good thawing, Julia, and good 
eating.

Dear Dorothy: In making cookies, I ve 
been having trouble getting the cookie 
out of the cutter — even after refrig­ 
erating the dough. What might I be doing 
wrong?

Sparkling Candy Jells 
Bear Greetings From The Kitchen 


There seems to be a certain mystique 
about candymaking, and many of us, af­ 
ter an experience that was less than di­ 
vine with divinity or other candies, re­ 
strict our confectionery activities to 
fudge. 


So it may come as a surprise to learn 
that candies, like the jellies found in 
commercial assortments, are easy to 
make at home. These tender and clear 
gumdrop-type confections, such as Lem­ 
on Fruit-Jell Candy, are slightly softer 
and more transparent than the gumdrops 
you’re used to buying. They make lovely 
gifts, tasting so fresh and homemade. 


The candy mixture made with liquid 
fruit pectin sets in a few hours after 
pouring and is then cut into squares or 
other shapes which can be rolled in gran­ 
ulated or confectioners sugar. Or you can 


go fancy and roll them in cookie coconut 
or dip them in melted semi sweet choco­ 
late squares. * 


LEMON 
FRUIT-JELL CANDY 
1 bottle (6 fluid ounces) 
liquid fruit pectin 
2 tablespoons water 
Vt teaspoon baking soda 
I cup sugar 
1 cup light corn syrup 
2 teaspoons lemon extract* 
IO drops yellow food coloring* 
Granulated sugar 
Or use one of the flavoring and color­ 
ing variations that follow. 


Combine fruit pectin and water in a 
2-quart saucepan. Stir in baking soda. 
(Mixture will foam slightly.) Mix I cup 
sugar and corn syrup in another sauce­ 


pan. Place both saucepans over highest 
heat. Cook both mixtures, stirring alter­ 
nately, until foam has disappeared from 
fruit pectin mixture and sugar mixture is 
boiling rapidly — 3 to 5 minutes. 
Pour fruit pectin mixture in a slow 
steady stream into boiling sugar mix­ 
ture, stirring constantly. Boil and stir I 
minute longer. Remove from heat. Stir in 
extract and coloring. Pour immediately 
into buttered 9 x 5-inch loaf pan. Let 
stand at room temperature until cool and 
firm — about 3 hours or overnight. In-

Sewage Plants 


Need U.S. Cash 


The struggle for clean water was 
recently set back by an unfortu­ 
nate fund cut by President Richard 
Nixon. 


Several 
weeks ago, 
President 
Nixon announced he would slash 
about $6 billion from federal fund­ 
ing for clean water projects across 
the country on the grounds it was 
“inflationary. ” 


In the complex world of govern­ 
mental funding, this means a cut­ 
back of $300 or $400 million for 
projects underway for the Metro­ 
politan Sanitary District (MSD). 
Included in current projects are 
the Salt Creek and O'Hare Water 
Reclamation 
Plants, 
which will 
serve the Northwest suburbs. 


Nixon’s decision, however, does 
not mean that these projects will 
receive only one-third of the money 
they are supposed to receive. State 
law requires the MSD to meet pol­ 
lution control standards by 1977, 
regardless 
of 
whether 
federal 
funds are available. 


The effect of Nixon’s unfortunate 
cut is that local taxpayers are go­ 
ing to be forced to shoulder the 
burden of additional taxes in order 
to pay for compliance with state 
standards. According to MSD offi­ 
cials, 
general 
obligations 
bonds 
will have to be issued to cover the 
deficit. The more bonds issued, the 
more the MSD tax rate will climb

“At 2,265 pounds,” says Mead, 
“the assembled Maverick goes for 
the groundchuck price of 98 cents a 
pound, a bargain compared with 
the filet mignon tab of $2 45 a 
pound for those 1,180 components 
bought separately.” 


Intermediate and standard-size 
cars, 
which are restyled more 
frequently than compacts, would 
cost proportionately more if bought 
as parts. 


Over the past 20 years, Detroit s 
prolifei ating models have spawned 
a marketing monster, says Mead. 
To service the 112 million vehicles 
now on the road, manufacturers 


stock some 700,000 different parts. 
A part is usually kept in stock be­ 
tween five and 12 years. 


Despite the enormous costs of 
producing, warehousing and dis­ 
tributing these hundreds of thou­ 
sands of parts, profits are hefty for 
both manufacturer and dealer. 


A study by one automaker found 
that 
while its 
dealers 
realized 
about 3 per cent profit on new cars, 
they were making a 25 per cent 
profit on parts and serv ice. 


A c c o r d i n g to one industry 
source, sheet metal parts are in­ 
itially marked up nearly 300 per 
cent to make up for losses antici­ 
pated in later years as demand 
dwindles and storage costs ac­ 
cumulate 


But by way of easing the pain 
experienced by those who may 
have had to replace a fender or 
something recently, it must be 
pointed out that the pricing scale is 
aimed at achieving an average 
manufacturer’s markup of about 32 
per cent. 


The 
industry's 
proclivity 
for 
building 
comphcated 
cars 
and 
changing their design frequently 
has been checked somewhat in re­ 
cent years. It is possible that the 
waning of this former competitive 
necessity may ultimately slow the 
rise in retail parts prices. ’ 


But insurance companies, says 
Mead, report that they have yet to 
note any such happy impact on the 
prices of the car parts they pay for 
in huge quantities. 
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ment. 


Now, it can be argued that Nix­ 
on's action is merely a shift in the 
burden of taxation to the local lev­ 
el, and that the same amount of 
money will still be needed — and 
removed from tax revenue — for 
the funding.

Much concern has been voiced lately 
by all forms of media, newspapers, 
magazines, TV’, radio, that freedom of 
the press has been eroded by recent 
court decisions and the jailing of some 
reporters for refusing to reveal their 
sources of information. 
A recent article by Tom Wellman 
pointed this up and I agree with him that 
this should be a cause of concern to all of 
us. But I also believe that much of the 
current “freedom” problem of the press 
has been caused by the media itself. 
My question to the media is to ask 
what checks can be placed on them to at 
least make certain that they are truth­ 
ful? Is there a way to make certain that 
they are accurate in their reporting? 
And that they're more objective than 
subjective? 
I sn t it possible that through semantic 
gymnastics, some commentators, writers 
and reporters can and do try to deliber­ 
ately 
mislead 
the 
public 
and 
mis­ 
represent events? 
How can we be assured that there are 
no Clifford Irving types, for instance, 
among the dozen or so persons who abso­ 
lutely determine “what is news” each 
night for millions of TV viewers? TTiis is 
the very pertinent question which Vice 
President Agnew asked, which brought 
him much criticism but never a mean­ 
ingful answer. 
Prior to the last election, one would 
have to be quite naive not to detect the 
obvious attempts of TV commentators 
like Cronkite, Chancellor, Mudd. Rather 
and Reynolds to make evil men out of 
President Nixon and his administration 
soley through their expertise in the use 
of semantcs and the subjects they chose 
to talk about. Add Time magazine and 
Newsweek, who are kinder to the Hanoi 
regime and the likes (rf an Angela Davis, 
for instance, than they are to the execu­ 
tive branch of our federal government, 
and one has to wonder if those (rf us not 
in the media don't have some legitimate 
cause for concern as to whether or not 
the media is abusing its privilege of free­

NEW ’i ORK (U PI) — Exhibiting in 
trade shows and fairs is vital to many 
businesses. It’s also expensive. Anything 
connected with show business seems to 
be a target for inflated costs. 
According to Charles E. Zimmerman, 
chairman of Consultants — Designers. 
Inc. 
of 
Brooklyn, 
a 
subsidiary 
of 
Greyhound Corp , his firm has found a 
way to help beat the rising cost of exhib­ 
iting. Lease modular exhibit structures. 
F or example, Ross Electronics Co. was 
quoted a price of $95,000 for building two 
identical exhibit structures few showing 
its wares in many expositions each year. 
Consultants — Designers’ Exhibit group 
unit showed Ross how to use its leased 
modular exhibit structures for a price of 
$66,000 spread over three years, an im­ 
mediate saving of 30 per cent. 
That was just the beginning. Zimmer­ 
man said companies that buy exhibit 
structures and ship them around from 
show to show incur an expense equal to 
about IO per cent of the cost of the exhib­ 
it every time they move it. 
SINCE SOME big firms exhibit in 40 
shows a year and many in four or five, 
the logistics cost can come to quite a 
sum. 
By contrast. Exhibit group has its flex­ 
ible, modular exhibit structures in stock 
at branches in New York, Chicago. Cin­ 
cinnati, Kansas City, Atlanta, New Or­ 
leans’ and Los Angeles, and plans to 
make them available in other cities. 
Other costs — insurance, storage, de­ 
lay and damage perils, for example «— 
are eliminated or reduced and because 
the rented structures are flexible, it’s not 


necessary to rent excessive space in sec­ 
ondary’ shows. 
The modular rented structures also 
can be used to create instant exhibits.” 
Morton Salt Co. put up such a. quickie 
display at the National Potato Chip show 
in Las Vegas. If the company had had to 
ship a bulky exhibit of its own, the cost 
would have been prohibitive. 
Use of the modular leased exhibit 
structures eliminates a cash flow prob­ 
lem for the accounting department. 
Their cost doesn : have to be amortized. 
It is simply charged off as a routine busi­ 
ness expense 
Obsolescence problems also are elimi­ 
nated. 
Z I M M E R M A N conceded that his 
l e a s e d 
modular exhibit structures 
haven t solved all the runaway trade fair 
cost problems. 
One such problem was pointed out by 
editor Roy Wentz of Tradeshow Week. 
Wentz said inflated tradeshows costs had 
resulted in confusion. There’s no stan­ 
dardization. he said. Exhibitors must 
deal with one set of rules and costs at 
New- York's Coliseum, another for Chi­ 
cago's McCormick Place and still others 
for Detroit’s Coho Hall and the San Fran­ 
cisco Cow’ Palace. 
Wentz told the National Tradeshow 
Congress it is time to “get back to funda­ 
mentals and achieve standardization.” 
To which Zimmerman added, “ with 
the cost of a salesman's average call on 
an industrial customer now estimated by 
McGraw-Hill economists to be $50, the 
tradeshow is still one of the most eco­ 
nomical ways to sell. But its rising costs 
must be curbed." 


Blue Cross, Blue Shield 


Expands Prepaid Program 


Illinois Blue Cross and Blue Shield 
ha\e broadened their prepaid group 
practice activities in the Chicago area 
with the addition of health services cen­ 
ters on the North and South side. 
Robert M. Redinger, chief executive 
officer of Blue Cross and Blue Chief, said 
contracts have been signed with the Wil­ 
liams Clinic <408 E. Marquette> and the 
Field Clinic (4600 N. Ravenswood) for 
them to service Co-Care, the plans' new 
prepaid group practice program. 
"Blue Cross and Blue Shield launched 
their Coordinated Care (Co-Care) pro­ 
gram in July, after more than a year of 
research and planning,” Redinger said. 
The program provides comprehensive 
health care benefits, with specific em­ 
phasis on preventive medicine.” 
Blue Cross and Blue Shield initiated 
the program in cooperation with the Rav­ 
enswood Medical Group, a newly formed 
health center based in the Ravenswood 
Hospital Medical Center. Redinger said. 
It EDINGER SAID both the Williams 
Clinic and the Field Clinic are multi-spe­ 
cialty health centers providing a full 
range of services. The primary’ hospital 
for the Williams Clinic is St. Bernard, 
while the Field Clinic uses Ravenswood 
Hospital. 
“ Prepaid group practice is a special­ 
ized type of health care delivery,” he 
said. “ It means that a group of physi­ 
cians of varying specialties agree to 
work together, providing comprehensive 
care to individuals w’ho enroll in a spe­ 
cial prepayment program such as Co- 
Care. The group ordinarily includes fam­ 
ily physicians and specialists in medi­ 


cine. surgery, pediatrics and gynecology. 
"For a predetermined monthly fee. the 
physicians agree to provide employee 
groups with a wide range of services, in­ 
cluding office visits, periodic physical ex­ 
aminations. out-patient diagnostic tests, 
X-rays, lab tests, injections, pre-and-post 
natal maternity care and 
well-babv 
care.” Redinger said. “ Our Co-Care pro­ 
gram provides these services, along with 
the emergency and acute hospital care 
included in most health insurance pol­ 
icies. ’

If you made a political contribution 
during this election year, don’t forget 
that you can recover some of it through 
a tax saving on next year’s return. 
And when you start getting the tax 
records together, be sure any political 
contributions are handled in the way that 
will give you the maximum tax break — 
for there are options open to you which 
can make a difference. 


Principally, 
you’ll 
have to decide 
whether to take a tax credit, or include 
the amount of the contribution among 
your deductions. 
Deductions are the more familiar, to 
most taxpayers. There’s the standard de­ 
duction — 15 per cent this year, max­ 
imum $2,000. If you can itemize your 
various deductions, and they add up to

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more than 15 per cent, or $2,000. then you 
itemize. Whichever way ifs done, your 
income is reduced by your deduction, 
plus your exemptions, to arrive at the 
amount you finally pay tax on. 


THE TAX CREDIT works quite differ­ 
ently. Let s say you’ve worked out your 
tax, as above, and it comes to $1,610. A 
tax credit would be taken directly off 
that amount. With a credit of $20, for 
example, you’d pay not $1,610 but $1,590. 


Which for you — deduction or credit? 
First, let s look at the ground rules on 
political contributions. Husband and wife 
filing a joint return can deduct half of 
their contributions. (The limit is $50 
each, $100 for the joint return. > Or they 
may elect a tax credit for half their con­ 
tributions, limited to $12.50 each, $25 for 
both. 


Persons filing separate returns may 
take a deduction (maximum, $50) of half 
their contributions. Or there’s a tax cred­ 
it (maximum, $12.50) of half the contri­ 
butions 


Calculating how you come out best, 
among these choices, can involve you in 
quite a bit of arithmetic But Robert 
Feinschreiber, a New York C P A , has 
w’orked out a table for “ The Tax Ad­ 
viser.” a publication of the American In­ 
stitute of Certified Public Accountants. 


IF YOUR "tax bracket” or marginal 
tax rate is lower than 28 per cent (gener­ 
ally, taxable income of less than $12,000), 
use the tax credit, he says. Anyone in 
higher brackets should also use the tax 
credit except where political contribu­ 
tions are at least equal to the amounts 
shown in the table. Column A applies to 
those filing joint returns, column B is for 
separate returns: 


If your political contributions totaled 
as much or more than the amount shown 
above, enter half the figure as one of 
your deductions — only if you’re item­ 
izing, of course. 


And try to remember that it is more 
blessed to give than receive, even if your 
candidate lost.

This has 
been rather frightening. Can you say 
what it may indicate? I am female, aged 
45 and in good routine general health ac­ 
cording to checkups

Reader — 
Your 
description 
sounds very much like you have Ray­ 
naud’s phenomenon. It is not too uncom­ 
mon The cause of Raynaud’s phenome­ 
non is spasm of the small arteries in the 
fingers or part of the body involved. The 
arteries shut down so tight that very 
little blood flows to the area and 
it 
changes cola* just as you describe in to a 
pale white or waxy-like appearance, lit­ 
erally because there is no blood in the 
part. Quite frequently, it is a few fingers 
that are involved and less often the 
whole hand. It may be some fingers at 
one time and other fingers on another 
occasion. Fingers and toes are the most 
frequent areas involved, although the 
ears and nose can also be affected. 
Usually the attacks are (rf shew? dura­ 
tion and in some people, if the area is 
left alone, it will turn a bluish color from 
stagnation of the blood in the area and 
finally when the arteries relax and dilate 
there is an excess amount of fresh red

or change. The lack of blood flow can 
cause pain in the part uwolved.

Sometimes it is a symptom of an under­ 
lying problem, the most common one is 
changes in the arteries leading to some 
obstruction in blood flow to the area in­ 
volved. There are many underlying dis­ 
orders that can cause the problem in­ 
cluding rheumatoid arthritis and even 
old frostbite. The latter might be of some 
importance to you. since I note that you 
are from Milwaukee. 


WHAT SHOULD YOU do about 
it? 
F i r s t , recognize that unless other 
changes develop as wall, it is not a 
serious disorder, although I do think you 
should have a medical examination. 
Most people with this problem 
can 
change their life pattern a bit and help 
themselves a great deal. A frequent pre­ 
cipitating factor is exposure to cold. 
People who have severe problems with 
this disorder often move to warmer cli­ 
mates. Rut you can get along even in 
colder climates, if you take care to avoid 
exposure to cold, wear warm gloves 
whenever you are going out, be careful 
of the cold steering wheel on the automo­ 
bile, do not defrost the refrigerator, or 
put your hands in cold water. You should 
avoid exposing the hands to water and 
detergents any more than necessary. If 
you haven't got a dishwasher and want 
one this is a good medical problem to 
develop. 
It is also helpful to keep the hands 
well-lubricated with a hand lotion of 
some type at least twice a day and. if 
exposing the hands to water and deter­ 
gent, it should be oftener. 
Cigarett smoking tends to increase the 
spasm of the arteries and can be a con­ 
tributing factor to the problem. So, keep 
warm, keep your hands covered, keep 
them soft with hand lotion, out of water 
and detergent, don’t smoke, and relax.

Dave Corzine has

In a1] sports, somewhere between try­ 
ing too hard and not trying hard enough 
is a middle ground called super effort, 
which when found can lead to victory.

However, it led to many mistakes Fri­ 
day night. The Lions made a total of 20 
turnovers, including 14 in the second 
half, many in critical moments. 
Also. it led to many needless fouls, 
Wasielewski noted. The Lions fouled 
their opponents 16 times during the Sub­ 
urban Catholic Conference encounter. 
It appeared the visitors might have ob­ 
tained that middle ground during the 
first half. 
Overcoming the decided physical ad­

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The Mid-Suburban League managed 
just one victory in five games outside the 
conference on a frigid (literally and fig­ 
uratively) Saturday night.

‘In’ Position In Pro Ball...

SAN FRANCISCO — (NEA) — A case 
can be made for the tight end as the 
prototype of all a professional football 
player should be. 


Because blocking is one of his vital 
functions, and his frequent target is a 
235-pound linebacker, he has to be physi­ 
cal. Anywhere between 6-3 and 6-5 and 
235 to 250 pounds is in the right range, 
though you can get by with less weight if 
you have compensating strength. 
Because the spread of zone defenses 
has made him a primary passing target, 
especially on third down clutch situ­ 
ations. he must be agile enough to 
squirm into the cracks of the zone and 
have the hand coordination to grab pas­ 
ses at any angle. 


Because those same zone defenses 
have shut off the long bomb to the out­ 
side receivers, especially with the double 
zones to either side of the field, the tight 
end should now have the speed to go 
deep down the middle. 
Because of the combination of all these 
factors, you now have super stars like 
Ted Kwalick of San Francisco and 
Charlie Sanders of Detroit playing the 
position. 
A tremendous number of other great 
tight end talents are on display in the 
National Football League, too. A list 
would have to include Raymond Chester, 
Oakland; Milt Morin, Cleveland; Bob 
Tucker, New York Giants; Bob Trumpy, 
Cincinnati; Jim Mitchell, Atlanta; Tom

Mitchell, Baltimore, and Richard Caster, 
New \ ork Jets. Denver has a rookie, Ri­ 
ley Odoms, who’ll be right with them in 
another year. 
Still active also, and still effective as 
starters, are five men who’ve been all- 
pro at the position and who average IO 
years of experience in pro football: Mike 
Ditka, Dallas; Jackie Smith, St. Louis; 
Jerry Smith, Washington; John Mackey, 
San Diego, and Willie Frazier, Kansas 
City. 
The remarkable aspect of such promi­ 
nence is that the tight end is strictly a 
modern phenomenon, traceable to a doz­ 
en years back. The powerful post-World 
War II Cleveland Browns didn’t have a 
tight end. Starting ends Mac Speedie and 
Dante Lavelli were greyhound types, and 
Dub Jones, who came out of the back­ 
field to catch passes, was also in the 
wide receiver mold. 
The need to stimulate more running 
against the 4-3 defense and still split a 
couple of receivers to the outside pro­ 
duced the blocking type of tight end who 
would pioneer the species. 
The original model was Ron Kramer of 
the Green Bay Packers, a 250-pound 
steamroller who blew out tacklers for the 
famed Lombardi sweeps run by Paul 
Hornung, but also a terrific athlete who 
averaged 35 catches a season. He was 
the first “animal” tight end developed. 
The first man actually drafted to play 
tight end in the pros was Monty Stickles, 
a first round choice plucked out of Notre 
Dame by the San Francisco 49ers in 1960. 
He was 6-3 and 240 and a contact player, 
though he also reached a career high of 
43 catches in his second pro season. 
“They gave me a job,” remembers 
Monty, who is now a dulcet-toned sports­ 
caster in the Bay area. ‘I didn’t have to 
beat 
anybody out. 
They 
had 
Hugh 
McElhenny and R. C. Owens, who were 
both big. playing as receivers, but they 
weren't tight end types, the guy who 
could deliver a tough block on the line­ 
backer or double on the end.” 
A year later came Mike Ditka of the 
Chicago Bears, who showed for the first 
time that the tight end could become a 
team’s primary receiver. Mike learned 
to “cheat” a little and split out a few 
yards from the tackle to give himself 
some more maneuvering room, and in 
1964 he caught the remarkable total of 75 
passes, the greatest single season a tight 
end ever had. 
When Mike faded a little because of 
injury (although he’s now in his 12th sea­ 
son, as a messenger end for the Cow­ 
boys), John Mackey came along to star 
for the Colts and get himself voted as the 
finest tight end in the first 50 years of 
pro football. (At the age of 29, he lost his 
starting job on the Colts to Tom Mitchell 
and moved to San Diego.) 
The species keeps proliferating be­ 
cause now every team wants two tight 
ends so they can use them simulta­ 
neously rn sh o t yardage situations. 


“The 
requirements, 
though,” 
says 
Stickles, 
“have 
changed 
drastically. 
When I first started there were a lot ol 
clumsy guys who later became tackles. 
Now they still want the size, but you 
need much more speed.” 
Last year, the top two receivers in the 
National Football Conference were Boh 
Tucker of the Giants and Ted Kwalick of 
the 49ers.

Potent Lightweight Tests 
Slated In Midlands Meet

Upset or letdown? Or did it go accord­ 
ing to form? 


In what has to be termed a so-so per­ 
formance, the Harper Hawks dropped a 
closely contested 75-70 decision to Elgin 
Community College Friday evening in 
Elgin's Spartan Gymnasium. 
Harper, with three consecutive vic­ 
tories to its credit, came to Elgin intent 
on evening its season record at 4-4. When 
the final buzzer had sounded, however, 
the Hawks were on the short end of the 
score. 


The loss evened Harper’s Skyway Con­ 
ference mark at 2-2, while Elgin moved 
to 3-2 in the conference, and 3-4 overall. 
Elgin had upset highly regarded Triton 
earlier in the season. 
Victimized by a rash of turnovers 
throughout the contest. Harper had to 
battle a scrappy Spartan five who simply 
refused to conede a definite height ad­ 
vantage to the Hawks. 


That advantage was misleading, how­ 
ever, as Harper experienced difficulties 
on the boards right from the outset. The 
smaller 
Spartan 
frontline 
constantly 
worked for position, and used 
their 
quickness to noticeable effect. 


Both teams started slowly with Elgin 
taking a 1-0 lead. Turnovers and fouls 
resulting from overeagerness on the 
parts of both teams dominated the open­ 
ing minutes of play. It was not until 3:20 
had elapsed before Harper’s Steve Heldt 
registered the first field goal on a 2l'-foot 
jumper from the right of the key. The 
Hawks held their 2-1 advantage only 
briefly, as Elgin scored twice inside to 
go ahead 5-2.

At this point Harper made its first 
move of the evening and rattled off eight 
unanswered points, four by Heldt, and 
two each by Scott Feige and Terry Ro­ 
han, both on jumpers. As was the case 
throughout the game, no lead was that 
permanent.

“I 
thought things were ironed out,” com­ 
mented Bechtold in the lonely stands of 
the empty Spartan gym. 
The second half only emphasized what 
Bechtold would refer to as mental lapses 
on the part of the Hawks. After edging 
ahead 37-34 of the outset of the second 
half, Harper ‘lapsed’ into the earlier 
trend of errors and turned the ball over 
to Elgin who obliged the visitors by 
deadlocking the score at 45-all with near­ 
ly 12 no remaining. 
The next six minutes were disastrous 
for Harper, as Elgin scrapped to gain the 
momentum and jumped out to a 12 point 
lead, their largest of the game, 61-49. Ev­ 
erything they threw up was on target, 
and this hot streak, in the end, was the 
difference. 
Harper valiantly battled back to within 
a basket at 69-71 with a minute to be 
played, but a three point play on an El­ 
gin sneak away ended any Hawk hope of 
a last second rally. Personal fouls down 
the stretch proved too costly as Feige 
and Neary were forced to the bench with 
their fifth fouls. 


As he did against McHenry earlier in 
the week, Terry Rohan rebounded from a 
slow start to head the Harper attack. Us­ 
ing his ability to work himself open, if 
only for a moment, Rohan picked up the 
slack after intermission to tally 17 points, 
which gave him game honors with 21.
